made in the Forewords to the First-and Sécond Primers 
of this series of Mew Era English Readers. 


At the head of each lesson is a list of words and 
phrases. These, like the words and phrases printed in 
bold type in the primers, are expressions commonly 
used in current English. They are expressions of which 
all pupils should have a command ; that is, which they. 
should be able to use correctly and readily. The only 
way in which à command of new expression can be 
developed in the pupil is to make him use the expression: 
correctly, in familiar contexts. 'Thisis the method 
followed in the exercises given at the end of each 
lesson in this book. The teacher who is anxious, as all 
teachers should be, to inculcate in his pupils the 
capacity for correct and fluent expression in English 
will do well to extend these exercises. 


In connection with the question of composition, the 
teacher is asked to turn to Lesson 30, and to study the 
form of question at the end of this lesson—a question 
of the usual type with a word or words in brackets. The 
object of this type of exercise is to require the pupil to 
do, not composition in general, but composition in- 
which he has to use certain particular expressions. It is 
_ a common defect in teaching English that the pupil is 
required to do only or largely general composition, in 
which he is at liberty to avoid using expressions, with — 
which he is not familiar: the result is that the com- 
position, oral and written, done in, say, Form III, is 
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often a kind of composition more appropriate to 
Form I. The composition which this book requires is 
particular as woll as general; it is a kind of com- 
position which extends, and strengthens his active 

vocabulary lesson by lesson. | 


Another feature may be noted in the same conuec- 
tion. In the exercises at the end of Lesson 4l and 


. later lessons are given lists of disconnected words. 


These words, known as recall or guide words, serve an 
important double purpose. They enable the pupil to 
recall to his mind certain ideas and they guide him in 
expressing these ideas. By these means the pupil can 
be made to do continuous oral and: written composition
